. Communications. 


1. Mr. H. St. J. K. Donisthorpe. 


Specimens of (1) Phyllotreta hintoni sp.n. swept off Sesymbrium and Lepidium, 
and closely related to P. punctulata Marsh ; (2) Aphthona aeneomcans Allard, 
both sexes taken by general sweeping. This species 1s new to Britain, and not 
like any of our other species; (3) Falagria concinna Er., also new to Britain 
and taken by sweeping in vegetable refuse; recorded so far from France, Italy, 
Madeira, East Siberia, Japan, China, Guatemala, Panama, Brazil and Honolulu. 
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All these beetles were taken on a small plot of uncultivated ground at 
Lampton, Middlesex, within three minutes’ walk of Mr. Donisthorpe’s house at 
Heston.

Observations on some plesiobiotic colonies of ants, with some 
notes on the occurrence of mixed colonies of ants. 


[ Abstract. ] 


During a visit to Porlock (Somerset) in June 1943, six different species of 
ants were found on the foreshore. Five different combinations of two different 
species living under the same stone were found to occur and these colonies are 
discussed together with other similar colonies observed by me in the past, also 
the occurrence of true parabiosis and similar phenomena.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE GENERAL MEETING HELD ON 4TH OcTOBER, 1944. 
Dr. KE. A. Cockayng, M.A., M.D., F.R.C.P., President, in the Chair. 
Present, 44 Fellows and 11 Visitors. 


In opening the meeting the President said that the Treasurer was prevented 
by illness from attending. Mr. Welti had been seriously ill, but he was pleased 
to report that his progress was quite satisfactory and he was now out of danger. 


The minutes of the meeting held on 7th June were confirmed and signed by 
the President, with a correction to the effect that Dr. W. H. Thorpe was in the 
Chair. 


The President reptrted the death of Mr. 8. R. Ashby, a member of Council, 
who was elected a Fellow in 1907; and informed the meeting that in accordance 
ee Bye-Laws Dr. H. E. Hinton had been elected a member of Council in 

is place. 
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_ The Secretary announced that the South London Entomological and Natural 
History Society’s Annual Exhibition would be held on 14th October, and 
Fellows were invited to be present. 


The Secretary reported that the Committee which had been organising a 
memorial to the late L. B. Prout had informed him that the sum of £93 7s. Od. 
which they had collected was being handed over to the National Trust to be 
used suitably for that purpose.

ie Dr. H. B. D. Kettlewell signed the Obligation Book and were admitted 
ellows. 


Thanks were voted to donors of gifts to the Library since the last meeting. 


A communication was made by Mr. E. D. Eyles (Research Laboratory, 
Messrs. Kodak, Ltd.), an abstract of which appeared on page 22. 

In addition Dr. Kettlewell exhibited specimens of :— 

Panaxia dominula ab. crocea Schultz, and stated that they were probably 
homozygous dominant examples, the heterozygous individuals being a very 
mixed assortment varying from those indistinguishable from typical dominula 
to those with yellow spotted fore-wings, not so bright as in the homozygote 
examples ; 

Panaxia dominula ab. albomarginata Kettlewetl, which also appeared to be 
homozygous dominant examples, the heterozygotes being intermediate to both. 
This was complicated by the fact that the gene was temperature sensitive so 
that at a temperature of 70° F. (constant during the pupal period) the albo- — 
marginata form was unable to express itself ; 

Arctia villica ab. radiata, including a series of males, collected in assembling 
traps placed in the Cranleigh district, attracted to both 2 villica and Q planta- 
ginis, and also aberrations of this species amongst which were a smoky male, 
a blackish female, and an extreme ab. wardi from Dovercourt. 

Dr. Kettlewell also demonstrated a simple method of marking this species 
for the purpose of estimating populations. Between the dates of 25.v.44 and 
21.vi.44 a total of 336 males were assembled; a total of 298 were marked and 
released within a two-mile radius of the traps; 20 returned (6-5%). 

Mr. R. F. Bretherton exhibited a specimen of Pyralis lienigialis Zeller taken 
in North Berkshire. 

The exhibit by Dr. Hinton, an abstract of which appeared on page 22, was 
held over until the next meeting.
